DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lenker (U.S. 6,878,161). 

Note in figures 1-8, a plurality of stent segment (1 16,1 17,1 18) connecting to a 
biocompatible, high tensile strength, abrasion resistant, high durable thin-wall 
graft material (115,215,315) by at least one connector sutures (113,213); wherein 
the graft material comprises a plurality of crimps (523) disposed between the 
plurality of stent segments; and wherein the graft material (1 15,215,315) 
including a spider dragline silk (col. 6, lines 1-15 and col. 10, lines 10-27). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 03/20/2007have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. With respect to claim 1 , according to applicant, Lenker fails to disclose 
or suggest a graft comprises spider dragline silk and having crimped sections disposed 
between the stent segments. This is simply not true, due to the fact that the graft as 
described in Lenker constructed of materials such as biocompatible, low-porosity woven 
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polyester fabric in thin-walled, silk, polyester, nylon, and etc. which equivalent to spider 
dragline silk and furthermore, Lenker discloses in figure 6A and 6B, a plurality of crimps 
(523) disposed between the plurality of stent segments. As a result of this, the 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant's remarks and has maintained the grounds of 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Lenker '161 for the reasons as 
set forth in the previous office action.
